Her Head Crushed Under Car. 
Miss Simpson, unprepared for the acci- 
dent, was caught under the car as it over- 


turned. Her head was crushed by the top of 


the frame at the rear. She was carried to 
the residence of R. Morel, 175 Monticello 
avenue, where she died half an hour later 
without regaining consciousness, 
Policemen from the West Lake street sta- 
tion arrived at the scene of the accident just 


+ before the woman died. Dr. W. M. French, 


Walnut street, was called to attend Miss 
Simpson, but shé died before he reached the 
house. 

The attitude of the three men arouged the 
suspicions of the police and they took them 
to the station after the victim of the acci- 
dent had been taken to an undertaker at 1961 
West Lake street. At first the men refused 
to give their names. They said that they 
did not know the woman. 

According to the story they related to Ser- 
geant Thoma, they had met the young woman 
at Randolph and State streets. Buckwalter 
is a chauffeur and salesman employed by the 
Stearns Automobile company, and only a day 
‘or two before he had sold the car in which 
they were riding to Mr. Hewitt. 


Story of the Chauffeur. 

We had just left the office of the company 
at Fourteenth and Michigan Avenue, said 
he, “ with the purpose of showing Mr. Hewitt 
what the car could do. Mr. Stommel ia a 
friend of Mr. Hewitt and he wanted to wit- 
ness the test. As awe were turning into Ran- 
dolph at State street we met this girl. 

She seemed to want a ride, for she shout- 
ed to us: ‘Say, lan't there room for one more 
in the machine?

WAN DIES: NICKNAME LIVES 


Two Death Notices Required to 


Tell End of John Hoppinger. 


COULDN'T LOSE NAME MILLER 


First Called Latter as Friends Couldn't 
Pronounce German. 


What's in a name? 

Those who are familiar with the case of 
John P. Hoppinger, of whom two death no- 
tices appeared in yesterday's paper and who 
will be laid away in St. Boniface cemetery to- 
morrow, say that there is in a name an ad- 
hesive quality which can defy the efforts of 
three generations. 

Two notices were necessary to tei the 
friends of John Hoppinger of his death, be- 
cause to the vast majority of his friends he 
was known only as John Miligr. Some of 
his children are known as Miller and some 
as Hoppinger, some as Miller in one part of 
the city and as Hoppinger in another section. 
This strange case of double identity has 
caused the family great annoyance, and for 
over twenty-five years consistent, deter- 
mined efforts have been made to lose the 
name of Miller, but with little result except 
the production of further confusion. 

John Hoppinger died Friday at the age of 
48 years, and from the day of his birth his 
casual acquaintances and even his close 
friends and business dssociates were uncer- 
tain what his name was. And during his last 
illness men living in the same block with him 
engaged in a fight over whether his son was 
named Miller or Hoppinger. 


Nicknamed Miller by Companions. 

This comedy of errors or tragedy of er- 
rors, as it seems to those who have suffered 
from it. had its inception at CMrke 4 Phil- 
lips’ planing mill at Clark and Twelfth 
streets in 1881. One morning Anton Hop- 
pinger, the father of John Hoppinger, applied 
for work there. 

He had just arrived in this country, and 
could speak little English, Those to whom 
he spoke understood no German, and found 
it dificult to pronounce Teutonic names. For 
a short time they wrestled with the name 
of Hoppinger, and then, as the new work- 


man had been a miller in the old country 


and was always talking of finding similar 
employment here, they nicknamed him 
Miller. 

Hoppinger did not care for some time, but 
later he married and had children, and when 
they became better known as Miller than as 
Hoppinger he rebelled. But he had alk 
lowed it to go unchallenged too long. He 
had taken it first as a matter of convenience, 
and later as a joke, and then when he seri. 
ously wished to have his own name back 
again he found his efforts futile. 


Forced to Use Both Names. 


His only son, John Hoppinger, grew up as 
When he signed legal docu- 
ments or other papers he used the name 
Hoppinger with much resultant confusion 
and inquiries, but without any tendency on 
the part of any one to drop the name Miller. 
He went into business and attempted to use 
only, the name Hoppinger. He found that biz 
friends could not recognize the fact that it 
was his business, and he placed on his sig: 
and stationery both names. Then he was 
troubled with perpetual inquiries about his 
“partner.” He joined the Catholic Order uf 
Foresters as Heppingér and gained a large 


-circle of friends Who Knew him by no other 


name. Sometimes one of these men wou 
meet a man Who knew him only as Miller, 
and he would have to quiet & jot of rumors 
and gossip about double dealing” and 
„leading a double life,” 

“It may all seem a joke,” Said’ Mre. Hop- 
pinger yesterday. “And it may really be 
a joke to ‘outsiders. In fact, I can't help 
laughing sometimes at the things that hay. 
pen to us, but really it has been a serious 
matter. When we moved out here near Foc 
ty-eighth and State streets eight years ago 
we determined that we would lose that nam. 
Miller. We had tried over and bver on the 
west side, but too many people knew us by 
that name. We had hardly moved here

CITY EXTRA DRY APTER A M 


„Open work“ Cafes and Saloons 
Suddenly Called to Time. 
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Patrolmen Silent, but Busy; Told to 


Act as Court Bailiffs. 


’ 


Chicago went dry t 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing with a vengeance. Saloonkeepere and 
proprietors of the openwork restaurants, 
whete eating has been a joke after midnight, 
awoke to the unpleasant fact that they are 
confronted by a rigid enforcement of the 1 
o'clock closing ordinance. 

For several nighte the police department 
has been following a new line of attack upon 
the places that have imagined themselves 
immune to the closing law. 

The feature that has proved most unpopu- 
lar is the application of the law to the down- 
town restaurants, Promptly at 1 o'clock the 
patrolman on the beat hae made it a prac- 
tice to walk into the restaurants, stalk to 
the busy bar, observe the activities, and then 
retire te the sidewalk. In no case has the 
copper vouchsafed a word of information, 
but his actions have alarmed more thap 
would a ream or two of language. 


All Night Saloons Troubled. 

The “never sleep saloons also have had 
their troubles. In some mysterious way the 
word was passed around that something new 
was on at headquarters, and habitués have 
been unable to gain entrance by. using the old 
signal. Anxious but guarded inquiries perco- 
lated into the city hall. The response was 
unlocked for and painful. 

It came in the shape of an official announce- 
ment from Acting Chief Schuettler’s office, 
following a meeting of the cabinet of inepec- 
tors. Other things were discussed, but this 


went out as an order which every police- 
man in the downtown squad must obey. 


„Close everything at 1 o'clock.” 


Direct to Municipal Court. 

The particular feature of this new activity 
which is expected to prove most effective is 
the order to the patrolmen to exercise their 
power as bailiffs of the Municipal court. it 
was decided at the police conference that a 
lot of red tape could be avoided if the police- 
men acted on the authority of the Municipal 
court act, which recognized them as bailiffs. 

In the past whenever a poliqeman found a 
saloonkeeper failing to close after 1 o'clock 
he forwarded a complaint to City Prosecutor 
White. That is, he was supposed to. It took 
a long time for the city Nesse to get 
around to the case. Under the new order the 
policeman will be held responsible in person 
for the conditions on big beat. He will have 
the authority of court to serve a summonsat 
once on the bartender or;proprietor to an- 
wer to the charge which dne policeman as a 
policeman will make 

Inspector Lavin wil! take particular charge 
of this work downtown, where it will de tried 
out first. but the order applies to all pre- 
cinets, and all the inapectors were told to en- 
torce the closing law to the letter. 


“Can Rushers’ Must Go. 

The acting chief also told his inspectors to 
clear the streets of loafers, especially “ can 
rushers and other vagrants, and watch sa- 
loone where persone with criminel records 
congregate.

New York, April II. — [Special.] — Gov. 
Hughes’ presidential boom was run over and 
trampled under foot today by the republican 
state convention held to elect delegates at 
large to the national convention n adopt 
a — platform. j 
Bhs oo the four delegates chosen were di- 


ed to present the name of Gov. Hughes 


to the convention and to use all honorable 
means to bring about his nomination, but 
further than t the state organization re- 
fused to go. The governor's supporters en- 
deavored to have the district delegates to the 
national gathering instructed to vote for Mr. 
Hughes, but they failed ignominiously. 

The Roosevelt men had the convention in 
the hollow of their hands. They were éon- 
cillatory at times, and slam whang at others, 
but over everything and everybody was seen 
the iron hand of the man in the White house. 

The delegates at large, Gen. Stewart I. 
Woodford, ex-Mayor Seth Low of this city, 
Frederick R. Haggard of Syracuse, and E. 
H. Butler of Buffalo, are said to have been 
elected by his express command. 

The reaciution directing them to use all 
honorable means to bring about Gov. 
Hughes’ nomination at Chicago was written 
and adopted by the convention under his 
direction. 


 Roobevelt Spirit Pervades. 


Under the Roosevelt policy of conciliation 
one minute and aggression the next, Presi- 
dent Parsons of the New York republican 
county committee and B. B. Odell Jr. were 
forced to cla hands, while Gen. Woodford 
practically was told to be a nice old - 
tleman and mind his own business.“ 

As for State Senator Edgar T. Brackett of 
Saratoga Springs, president of the Hughes 
state league, he was tumbied about and 
mashed like a rag baby. 

The resounding cheers of the day were for 
Roosevelt. Gov. Hughes came in for only 
modest handclaps. As a matter of fact, Sen- 
ator John Raines, Senator Horace , aite, 
Representative James 8. Sherman, ex-Lieut, 
Gov. M. Linn Bruce, Mr. Odell, and Senator 
Cheuncey M. Depew were received with 
heartier recognition than that accorded the 
governor of Ahe state. 

The efforts of ‘Mr. Brackett, backed by the 
strength of Benjamin B. Odell, to compel the 
committee on resolutions to report a resolu- 
tion of instructions for Gov. Hughes which 
not only would instruct the delegates at 
large to work for his nomination, but would 
request the delegates named by the con- 
gressional district conventions to labor for 
the governor “until a nomination is made,” 
started the real.fun on the floor of the con- 
vention. 


Hughes Men Voted Down: 


Every one in the hall seemed determined 
to speak and at once. Many paid no atten- 
tion to the chair and proceeded to relieve 
their overcharged feelings by a release 97 
oratory and eloquence which no one elm 
heard or cared to hear, 

When the debate had reached a point of 
spirited tension, Speaker Wadsworth moved 
that the question of adopting the majority 
report of the committee on resolutions, con- 
taining the indorsement of Gov. Hughes 
along the lines of the convention indorsement 
of Levi P. Morton in 1896 and that ot Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in 1900, be put in the con- 
vention, and with a rataplan of applause 
and much cheering this majority report was 
adopted by a viva voce vote with only a few 
scattering nays heard above the shouts 
of the bulk of the delegates. 

Premonition of a turbulent session was: felt 
before the opening of the convention when 
the Westchester county delegation at a cau- 
cus decided to protest againat the indorse- 
ment of Hughes by voting against. the 
Hughes resolution and declaring for an un- 
instructed delegation. 

This plan was nullified by the unexpected 
action of Senator Brackett in submitting his 
minority report. In meeting this situation 
the majority of the convention adopted the 
platform by a viva voce vote and the West- 
chester delegation lost all chance ot voting 
as a delegation against Hughes’ indorse- 
ment. 

Uncertainty Dulls Enthusiasm. 

Uncertainty over the program proposed 
by the party leaders dulled the enthusiasm 
of the delegates until long after the conven- 
tion had got down to business, and it was 
not until State Chairman Woodruff an- 
nounced ex-Gov. Odell and Herbert Parsons 
as a committee to escort ex-Lieut: Gov. M. 
Linn Bruce to the platform as temporary 
chairman that the first real demonstration 
occurred. 

After the speech of Chairman Bruce and 
the appointment of committees the morning 
session took a recess until late this after- 
noon. The committee on credentials gave 
ample hearing to the contesting delegations 
in the First district, in Niagara county, and 
in the Thirteenth assembly district, in this 
city, and decided to seat both Niagara dele- 
gations and to give each delegate half a vote, 
and to seat the sitting delegation in the New 
York contest. 


Indarsement Is. Voted Down. 

Meanwhile the committee on resolutions, 
sitting in a far corner of Carnegie hall, were 
struggling over a resolution submitted by 
Senator Brackett to request all delegates to 
the national convention to work for Gov. 
Hughes. 

Congressman Dwight finally moved that 
Brackett's resolution be tabled, which mo- 
tion was carried by a vote of 24 to 10. 

State Chairman Woodruff and others be- 
Heved that the best interests of all con- 
cerned would be conserved if Senator Brack- 
ett was given. an opportunity to present a 
minority report, and this permission was 
granted. 

Seven members of the resolutions commit- 
tee signed the minority report. 

Edwin Merritt and a ene George 
Malby of St. Lawrence count 1 vigorously 
opposed in committee the passage of a resolu- 
tion requesting the tariff on wood pulp be 
ere taken off, and their opposition 
prevail

These reports were adopted with all the 


unanimity of well oiled party machinery. It 
was not until near the end of Chairman Sher- 
man's speech that the committee on resolu- 
tions finished its labors, and its chairman, 
State Senator White of Syraeuse, took the 
platform amid a silence that indicated sup- 
pressed excitement, and read the platform 
indorsing Gov. Hughes and commending 
the state and federal administrations. 

The selection of the four delegates at 
age and their alternates was quickly rati- 
fi by a unanimous vote of the convention.

All this fabric was swept aside by 
the irresistible popularity of Roosevelt and 
Parker was left hopelessly in the rear.

It is 
too much to suppose that states like New 
York and New Jersey will vote for Bryan. 

If he is te be elected he must win without 
the east.

The democratic léaders will surely count 
on Ohio as a battlefield uniess Foraker and 
Taft get together before election. This 


means twenty-three votes at the outset. 


Then the Nebraskan will naturally hope to 
recover his own state, which he carried in 
1806 but lost in 1900. 8 

The two Dakotas always have been asso- 


‘clated to a certain degree with that kind of 


sentiment west of Missouri which caused 
Nebraska to swing into the populist and 
democratic column, and a period of hard 
times may. the democratic managers will 
argue, cause another reversal in the same 
section and give the four electoral votes of 
each of the Dakotas to Dryan. 

Minnesota has a democratic governor, and 
that state naturally will be sought for the 
eleven electoral votes it can produce. 


Bryan’s Chances a Long Shot. 


The Indiana democrats always claim when 
they reach the national convention that their 
state is doubtful. They will be likely to 
promise Bryan their fifteen votes and his 
campaign will have to be based upon prom- 
ises of that kind. 

Summarizing democratic prospecta with 
Bryan as the leader, it will be seen that after 
giving him all the states he carried in 1900, 
he must win over Indiana, Nebraska, Ohio, 
South Dakota, North Dakota. and Minnesota 
in the great central bert, and éven then he 
will be five votes short of a majority in the 
electoral college and will be forced to look to 
an eastern state like New Jersey or Rhade 
Island, or go to the far west and seek to re- 
peat some of his earlier triumphs. If he 
carries Washington he Will have a bare ma- 
jority of one 

It will be seen from this that the Bryan 
prospects are dependent upon an extraordi- 
nary advance over any strength he has dem- 
omstrated in the past. Without New York, 
he must have Ohio and Indiana, and any slip 
in the long program will be fata; to his 
success. 

Looking at the situation from a Taft stand- 
point, the conditions, of course, aré reversed. 
New York will expected to take care of 
itself, eapecially if Hughes becomes the run- 


| ning mate to the secretary.

“OF BROTHER AND SISTER. 


Richmond, Mo., Merchants Fear McGon- 
igle and Mrs. Burnett Will Be Slain 
if Released by Court. 


Richmond, Mo., April 11.—Business men of 
Richmond, who fear the action of a mob, 
declared today that nothing could save the 
lives of Tom McGonigle and Mrs. Jane Bur- 
nett, his. sister, whose preliminary hearing 
is now in progress, should Justice McQuis- 
ton refuse to hold them for trial before the 
Circuit court.

Educator Says Teacher Should 
Not Have Turned Pet Out. 


THINGS DIFFERENT NOW. 


Sheep Welcomed in Modern Schools as 
Objeet Lessons to Pupils. 


After lo! these many years, when her body. 
like that of John Brown, lies mouldered in 
the grave, the teacher who turned Mary's 
little lamb out of school, because it made 
the children laugh and play,“ has been public- 
ly censured. ' 

Although history explicitly states that it 
was against the rule for the lamb to follow 
Mary to school, Charles W. Farr, assistant 
superintendent of Cook county schools, thinks 
the teacher erred in enforcing the rules. He 
said: so yesterday in an address to the Cook 
County Teachers’ association on Elemen- 
tary Agriculture in the Public Schools.” 

Mr. Farr laid stress on the love of Mary 
for her lamb, and insisted that this love might 
have been used to an advantage for the edu- 
cation of the girl. 

Twenty years ago they didn’t have sense 
enough to bring the home into the school,” 
he said. ‘‘ Nowadays these home animals 
are brought into the schools and the children 
talk about them and ask questions about 
them and write about them, and draw pic- 
tures of them. This is no theoryit is prac- 
tical, it is pedagogical. I the teacher has 
the microbe of true pedagogy, she will see 
these things and take advantage of them. 


Revised Version of Lamb Story. 
Mr. Farr read verses of anonymous author- 
ship to express his views of modern ped- 
agogy and explain what would be the fate of 
Mary's lamb if it should follow her to school 
today. The verses follow: 
If Mary's little lamb, my dears, 
Had lived in 1908, 
The little, fleeting, woolly thing 
Had met a better fate.

Teacher Refuses Names. 

Mrs. Latella K. Hastings, the teacher, was 
next seen. She admitted that she remem- 
bered the names of the children, but would 
not give them without orders from Miss Jor- 
dan, She called up Miss Jordan on the phone 
while the reporter waited, but Miss. Jordan 
had changed her mind. She said that if the 
reporter wanted the names he could come to 
the school on Monday. 

Mré. Hastings was certain that no child 
had been searched and declared that her 
statément to that effect should be enough 
without seeing any of the children. 

When the neighborhood of the school was 
reached, however, no list of names was need- 
ed. The first group of neighbors found talk- 
ing from one porch to another was discussing 
“the search.“ Some of the parents feel that 
no harm was done, while others object to the 
way in which the search was made and tothe 
fact that only a few of the girls in the room 
and none of the boys were subjected to it. 


Made Little Girl Undress. 

Marjorie Baker, 11 years old, who lives at 
2844 St. Anthony's court, was one of the 
little girle who claimed to have been thor- 
oughly searched. She gave the following 
account of the incident: 

“Reuben Fuller brought a quarter to 
school Monday afternoon for some special 
work we have. He gave it to Mra. Hastings 
and she put it on her desk. When she left 
the room at recess she told the children that 
there was a dime and a quarter on her desk 
and she did not want any one to touch them. 
Some of thé boys shoved’ the desk around 
during recess and some of us girle were 
playing near it. When teacher came back 
she said the quarter wae gone and asked 
who took it. Every one said they didn’t take 
it. So she told Mises Jordan. 

“Miss Jordan made us stay after school

STARTLES WOMEN AUDITORS 


Suffragettes One Better. 


The “bomb” as a means of getting votes 
for women and disregard of the law as an 
expression of the fair sex’s contempt for 
more man legislation came into their own 


in Chicago yesterday. 

The use of the advanced methode was 
suggested in the afternoon at a meeting held 
under the auspices of the West Side Equal 
Suffrage association for a discussion of 
“ Militant Methods of Obtaining Votes for 
Women.“ Not even the committee in charge 
of the conference anticipated just how mili- 
tant the proposed methods would be. And 
as for the audience, it frankly was divided 
upon itself. The majority applauded the 
speakers vigorously, while a few repre- 
sentatives of more conservative. organiza~ 
tions tried to look unconcerned and éati- 


mated how long it would ‘take to get down 


from the eighth floor of the Masonic temple, 
where meeting was Heid. 

Mrs. Fitts-Jones, a prominent south side 
suffragist; made the bomb suggestion.’ She 
is & Sweet faced, gray haired woman, with 
anything but dr anardhistic look, but there 
was a gleam gf. determination in her eye 
as she mounted the platform. 


Conservatism So Absurd. 

“It seems to me almost ridteulous, said 
Mrs. Fitte-Jones, “for a woman's suffrage 
organization to talk about being conserva- 
tive, or to discuss the question as to whether 
we believe in militant methods of getting the 
ballot. 

We're  radical—revolutionary — rebels— 
every one of us! And we seem, with our con- 
servative tacties, to be getting less respect 
every year. Four states tor suffrage in 
sixty years! What a grand record on con- 
servative lines! 

“And we haven't succeeded, it seems, in 
making men see that it is wiserito let us go 
quietly to the polls with the ba@ilot in our 
hands, unconcealed, than to consider what 
the bomb will do later on. History fepeats 
itaelf, my friends, and we are not any of us 
out ot the woods yet! R may be that the 
militant movement of Carrie Nation's 
hatchet started the temperance wave that is 
sweeping the country nhow—and it may be 
that something of the kind will be well for 
those who are demanding the right of woman 
to vote! 

She Also Hints at War. 

When the applause aroused by Mrs. Fitts- 
Jones’ remarks had subsided, Dr, Anna 
Blount, an officer of the Political Equality 
league, Was called to the platform. 

We women are in a strange position,” 
said) Dr. Blount. I do not feel myseit 
amenable to the laws of Illinois. I obey them 
because it is convenient, and if I am called 
into the Municipal court I go because it is 
convenient. But they are man-mede laws, 
and Lam amenable neither to man-made laws 
nor man-tnade courts! And I am not sosure 
but that, if war were declared, I could be one 
of the fighters.’’ 

A woman, who looked like Olga Averbuch, 
sister of the would-be slayer of Chief Shippy, 
had a conspicuous seat near the door, and 
seeing her, several of the women m the audi- 
ence began to look apprehensive. Their ap- 
prehensions were not quieted to any great ex- 
tent by the next speaker. 


Sows More Seeds of Rebellion. 

This was Mrs. B. Borrmann Wells, a Lon- 
don suffragette, who has been speaking an⸗ 
923 out interviews in Chicago during the 
week. 

“Militant tactics are disagreeable, and 
we dislike them,” she said. Weadopt them 
in England because everything else has 
failed. Our methode are not original; we 
learn them from the history of all great 
causes. 

“ And, as far as women’s suffrage is con- 
cerned, your methods have failed. Or, if not. 
why haven't you got the vote? Suppose you 
say: ‘Our patience is gone; we have been 
working for fifty years and heven’t got the 
suffrage. Now we are going to try militant 
tactics!’ 

What are you going to loge by it? Polit. 
ically, nothing, for you are nothing: If a

FIGHTS DIN IN ARGYLE PARK. 


O. E. Moats Says Property Owners May 
Sell Homes Unless Nuisance 
Is Abated. 


O. E. Moats, who filed a complaint with 
Corporation Counsel Brundage a few days 
ago, in which he protested in the name of 
fifty residents of Argyle Park against the con- 
stant din of Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
engines in that neighborhood, declared yes- 
terday he and his friends would have to sell 
their’ property unless conditions were 
changed. 

In a letter Mr. Moats, who resides at 347 
Winthrop avenue, said that a switch was 
put in by the railroad company without the 
knowledge of the property owners living near 
there. Since that time, he writes, the place 


has become a regular switching point for the 


freight business of that branch of the road. 
“Unless the nuisance is abated we will be 
compelled to leave our homes and move out 
of the neighborhood,’ said Mr. Moats. ‘‘ One 
of my neighbors ‘has frequently called the at- 
tention ot Smoke Inspector Bird to the

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NAVAL PLAN CAUSES CLASH 


Congressman Hobson Fears Na- 
tion Is in Grave Peril. 


BURTON CANNOT SEE WAR. 


Ohioan Consoled by Fact House Is Not 
Embroiled in Fight. 


W. D. C., April 11.—[S8pecial.)}— 
Consideration of the naval appropriation bill 
precipitated a lively session in the house to- 
day. Representative Hobson of Alabama 
painted a terrifying word picture of the woe 
into which the country would be plunged 
unless congress by providing four battie- 
ships instead of two during the present ses- 
sion dispelled the war clouds which he said 
were gathering rapidly. 

The soul of the orator and naval hero was 
stirred to action when Mr. Gregg of Texas 
said many members had gone navy mad,” 
and attacked President Rooseveit’s naval 
program. The Texan said that if the presi- 
dent’s plea for four battleships was based 
on fear of a clash with Japan the executive's 
course was, at least, peculiar, because, he 
said, relations with Japan on Dec. 3, 1006, 
were more strained when he asked for one 
ship ‘than on Dec. 3, 1907, when he asked for 
four. 

Hobson Pleads for Big Navy. 

Mr. Hobson answered Mr. Gregg by say- 
ing that when war was brewing the ag- 
gressor’s first question was “How many 
battleships must we fight? He said that if 
America had had only three more battle- 
ships in 1898 than the fleet contained Amer- 
ica could have forced, by diplomacy, settie- 
ment of the Cuban question, and the Spanish 
war would never have been fought. 

He added that $50,000,000 in battleships 
would have enabled the United States to 
force Russia to evacuate Manchuria at the 
time she agreed to do so, and in that case 

r between Russia and Japan would have 
been averted. 

„he war clouds are gathering.“ Mr. Hob- 
son said in conclusion, “but America could 
by carrying out a legitimate national policy, 
prevent it. It is not a vision; it is not a 
dream. You and I can do it. Let us begin 
by authorizing four ships this year at the 


least. | 
Burton’s Answer Sarcastic. 

Mr. Burton, Ohio, was gop to discount 
Mr. Hobson's predictions of war. 

“ Notwithstanding the dire portents that 
the war clouds are gathering,” said he, I 
am gratified to notice that equanimity and 
contentment prevail in this chamber.” He 
could not, he said, listen to Mr. Hobson 
“ without words of emphatic dissent, I may 
even say of rebuke.“ : + 

The United States, he declared, was in the 
forefront of modern civilization, and, instead 
of engaging in warfare, had made peace be- 
tween nations. 

He referred to President Roosevelt's part 
in effecting peace between Russia and Japan 
and said that not one nor twenty battleships 
had anything to do with that peace. It was 
accomplished more through a reliance in his 
fairness and the justice and disinterestedness 
of the American people, factors, which would 
have been swept away if he had had those 
ambitions which belong to a country having 
a great navy and seeking to dominate the 
nations of the earth.”’ 

He concluded by saying that the United 
States should take advantage of its mag- 
nificent isolation and lead the world in the 
paths of peace. 

Navy Yards Called Useless. 


Abandonment of six navy yards on which 
he said $100,000,000 had been squandered 
was urged today by Representative Lilley 
of Connecticut. Thecongressman introduced 
a resolution calling for the appointment by 
the president of a commission of two busi- 
ness men of recognised ability and a re- 
tired naval officer to investigate and report 
by Jan. 1, 1909, on the advisability of the 
abandonment and sale of the navy yards and 
naval stations at Kittery, Me., Port Royal, 
and Charleston, B. C.; Key West, Fla. New 
Orleans, La., and Mare island. Cal., and to 
make such recommendations as they see fit 
for roving the organization and efficien- 
cy of navy yards and naval stations, and 
eliminating the waste of public moneys in 
the maintenance of the same.” 

In speaking of his resotution Mr. Lilley 
quoted from reports made by boards of offi- 
cers and former secretaries of the navy as 


41 far back as 1885 to show that the condition 


of the navy yards then was open to severe 
criticism and that the reorganization of the 
navy department itself was desirable, If not 
absolutely necessary. 

Mr. Lilley criticised congress for not es- 
tablishing a naval training station at Annap- 
olis and moving e academy seventy miles 
below Annapolis, „nus saving the $10,000,000 
that is going to the great lakes.

SOCIAL SCIENCE GATHERING

Congressmen, Jurist, and Lawyers 
Among Those Who Talked on Ques- 
tions at the Closing Sessions.

Among the speakers at tonight's session

LIQUOR MEN LOSE $3,000,000. 


Cincinnati Brewery and Distillery Inter- 
ests Hard Hit by Successful 
Anti-Saloon War.

DR. R. KOCH, BACTERIOLOGIST. 


Letter Read at Banquet Conveys the 
Kaiser’s Gratification for Aid Iron- 
master Has Given. 


New York, April 11.—Hundreds of surgeons 
and physicians were among the guests who 
greeted Dr. Robert Koch, the German bac- 
teriologist, at a banquet tendered him tonight 
by the German Medical society. Andrew 
Carnegie was one of the speakers after din- 
ner. He said in part: 

„ We meet tonight te do honor to one of 
the great names of the world—one of our 
own race, for German, Briton, and American 
are all Teutonic, and I trust are always to be 
found codperating in every good cause that 
makes for the peace of the world and the 
Among those causes 
who shall venture to rate one higher than 
that of medicine, which has for its aim the 
prevention and alleviation of human suffer- 
ing? In the listof heroes of civilization our 
honored guest occupies a high position.” 

Dr. Koch responded. He touched upon 
tuberculosis. He said there was a great need 
of hospitals. The mortality of the German 
nation. he said, had been greatly decreased 
through the study of the German phyielans, 

Dr. Carl Beck, the toastmaster, read a let- 
ter which had been written to Mr. Carnegie 
by Baron Speck von Sternburg, the German 
ambassador in Washington, in which the 
ambassedor said the minister of education 
had laid notice of Mr. Carnegie’s gift before 
the emperor. The latter, the letter stated, 
expressed his deep gratificatian for Mr. Car- 
negie’s promoting German study.

Investigating Committee Delves 


Into Flour and Drug Contracts 
at the Institution.

Henry Sims, for eighteen years on the 
police force in Chicago, is the deputy warden 
and disciplinarian at the penitentiary. As 
witness before the committee he described 
the mild methods of punishing the few pris- 
oners who needed other than words to force 
obedience. 

We never keep a man in solitary longer 
than four or four and a half hours,” testified 
Deputy Warden Sims. “I have found that 
this is sufficient to show the most hardened 
criminal confined here the evil of his ways.“ 


No Other Punishment. 


But you must have some other form 
of punishment here other than the solitary ?’ 
insisted Chairman Hill. 

“None whatever,“ was the reply of the 
witness. 
placed in solitary are not chained up at all. 
They are left in the cells chiefly to reflect 
and they come out greatly improved by this 
opportunity.” 

In order to verify the assertions of the 
deputy, the committee made another tour of 
the penitentiary, in which they failed to find 
a single story of brutality, even when the 
prisoners were questioned.

Mr. Felton was asked if he did not con- 
sider the proposed issue of securities under 
the new plan large. 

No, I think not,“ he replicd. “ It is cer- 
tainly wise, because while the new securi- 
tles, issued in exchange for the existing 
ones, are, with few exceptions, par for par, 
the additional securities provided for in the 
plan are reserved for improvements and 
new railroads, and is a desirable thing to 
do. Nearly all the reorganizations, as you 
know, in this country have fallen short in 
this respect, and the result has been that se- 
curities were not available for absolutely 
necessary additions to property and equip- 
ment, and the railroads dave had to resort 
to car trusts, short term notes, and all kinds 
of expedients that in Mexico will not be 
necessary for many years to come.” 

“How do you regard the effect of the 
merger on the net earnings of the properties 
involved?” 

Many Economies Possible. 

“I think it will cause a decided improve- 
ment in the net earnings. There are 
many opportunities for saving in expense by 
the close cooperation of the different lines. 
At ali terminal points union stations can be 
used and joint facilities utilized, where at 
present in some cases two and as high as 
three terminals have been maintained. Train 
service can also be materially lessened with- 
out the slightest detriment to the traffic and 
marked increase in economy.“ 

Mr. Felton said that the merger of the rail- 
roads would have an excellent effect upon all 
commercial enterprises in Mexico. It would 


tend to strengthen the financial position of 


the republic abroad. 

‘It will attract new investments to Mex- 
co, said he, and there is plenty of oppor- 
tunity there for outside capital. The new 
railroad company will be the first child of the 


Mexican republic, and the success of the plan 
will be manifested in an important impetus 


to every avenue of trade.’

‘TRUSTEE CHARGES ATTACK

Carleton Hudson Says Attempt Was 
Made to Discredit Him and Asks Ac- 
counting from Francis A. Riddle. 


Attorney Carleton Hudson. trustee for 
Francis A. Riddle. fled a petition in Circuit 
eourt yesterday asking the appointment of 
some one to serve in his stead. as well as for 
an accounting from Mr. Riddle.

President Charles W. Eliot of Hagvard 
university yesterday delivered the third of 
his series of lectures at the Northwestern 
university. His subject was The Universi- 
ty Faculty.“ 

In appointing men to a real professorship 
it is better to name married men than sin> | 
gle, said President Eliot. it is much safer | 
to give life positicns to married men than te | 
single men who may shortly be married with | 
uncertain results. 

“ Young instructors or tutors should not 
marry, because the remuneration is not sut- 
ficient to support a man and wife. 

The age of from 235 to 4 years is the 
better time of life for men to become uni- 
versity profestors. There have been some 
cases where men over 45 years of age were 
successful as professors, Dut it is dangerous 
for a university to appoint a man who is 
over 45 years oid.”’

Mountain Stations Big Aid. 


The second aid is the research station at 
Mount Weather, Va., where we have aero- ‘ 
planes searching the levels above the storms. 
The meteorographs record conditions in the 

air stratas five miles above the earth. This 
temperature report, combined with the story 
of the air pressures that the cables and dig- 
patches tell, gives us the sctentitic facts for 
the forecast in the eastern states as far north 
as Maine. 

The appropriation we have received will 
enable us to improve the station at Mount 
Weather and build a new research station on 
top of Pikes Peak. There we have a start of 
three miles and can record absolutely the 
temperatures all through the six mile storm 
levels and even explore the unknown serene 
levels above, Nothing that we have done 
offers greater possibilities than the study of 
the areas above the storm belt. Little is 
known of these arcgas now. I think these in- 
vestigations will lead to much greater ac- 
curacy in the sorecasts for the west and mid- 
die west. 

This Pikes Peak station will enable us to 
do for the west what we now are doing for the 
east from the Virginia station. The farmers 
will Know what to expect for fifteen days, ac- 
cording to our plans now. 


Says Beware of Imitations.”’ 


This is the first time a scientific forecast 
for more than a day or two ever has been 
tried with succese. There are many charla- 
tans selling thelr lake forecasts of weather 
in such cities as Washington, New Vork, 
Cincinnati, Baltimore, and Philadelphia. 

“These men deal with the rural press 
They make good yearly Incomes an forecasts 
that are without merit. I have warned the 
editors ot some of these papers hot to huy 
tue stuff, but they say the people want the 
forecasts. Even some of the city. papers 
take them. The press is the greatest ally of 
the weather bureay in informing the public 
of the t se situation, and I do not like to 
see this misinformation get abroad.“

LONDON, April 1.—It hag been predicted 
by a British military expert that there will 
not be a great war for a year or two at least.

The French war office and the Russian 
government are also in the market iooking 
for canned beef and it cannot be had.

“The fact is that the demand. for beef in 
America has outgrown the supply and it 
seems likely that it will continue to do 80. 

We can get so much better prices for 
fresh meat now that it does not pay to can it. 
The population of America is increasing 
faster than any population ever increased be- 
fore, and the supply wf cattle is not m- 
creasing. 

“Im fact, there may have been a slight 
decrease, but that factor alone would not ac- 
count for the shortage of canned beef. We 
are selling as much beef as ever, but we are 
selling it at high prices as fresh beef. 

“It pays us now to ship our canned beef 
back to America, because we can get 80 
much. better prices for it there.

SAYS RUSSIA NEEDS NO NAVY. 


Paris Journals Take the Position 
That Strengthened Army Is 
More Essential. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, April 11.—There has been a series 
of significant articles in the leading Paris 
journals within a few days discussing the 
point whether Russia really requires a new 
navy. All take the same line, arguing that 
Russia would need a new fleet only for co- 
lonial expansion in the orient or for a war 
of revenge against Japan. 

The fleet would be useless against Europe, 
where any war in which Russian might be in- 
volved would be decided on land. She pos- 
sesses no vulnerable sea front or extensive 
merchant marine requiring protection, and 
is exclusively a continental nation and can 
communicate with most of her distant pos- 
sessions without quitting land transporta- 
tion. 

Moreover Russia is bound to have a poor 
navy always, because it hasn't a developing 
ground for sailors except the not too loyal 
Finns and Germans along the Baltic. 

If half the money proposed for the navy 
would be spent in the reorganization of the 
army and strategic railways, Russia could 
make itself invulnerable and increase its 
value as an ally of any European combina- 
tion which has more need of troops than 
cruisers. The Temps takes a somewhat mod- 
ified view and argues for a cruiser fleet in 
the Baltic, but no Pacific fleet.

EDUCATION IN BRITAIN

Royal Art Society, Deplores Neglect 
ot English Philanthropists. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. | 

LONDON, April. 11.—“ Education is the 
Cinderella of charitably disposed persons 
in Britain,” said Sir William Preece in the 
edurse of a lecture before the Royal Society 
of Arts, in which he drew a contrast between 
English and American methods of technicai 
education, greatly in favor of the latter. 

“Out of a total of £50,000,000 bequests for 
religion, charity, hospitals, and education. 
probably education received only 1 per cent, : 
he said. “ Oxford and Cambridge universi- 
ties have made an abject appeal to the gen- 
eral public with the most discouraging re- 
sults. Barely £20,000,000 have been sub- 
seribed for the proposed Charlottenburg 
school for London, which Lord Rosepery 
declared would be the most striking advan- 
tage to the youth of the nation.” 

Across the Atlantic the fashion was'differ- 
ent, said Sir William, and he instanced cases 
where living millionaires were aiding educa- 
tion. 

“Consider the money devoted to educa- 
tion by Andrew Carnegie,” he said. “He was 
born in Britain. Why does he not aid ug 
lish higher education? The reason is proba- 
bly that he thinks those dwelling here are 
rich enough to help themselves, and so they 
are, but the fashion is against this form of 
beneficence.”’

Participants Beg Customers of Cabin to 
Quit Patronage and Will Open a Tea- 
room Themselves.

They have declined enticing music 
hall. offers. 

The cause of the strike is the long hours 
and small wages, averaging 6 shillings 
weekly, with the no tips notice on the bill 
of fare, and an unpopular manager.

Exit Britt as a Fighter. 

The eclipse of Britt as a fighter in u- 
fornia had come. He was down fairly and 
squarely, and so hopelessly whipped that 
even “ Spider Kelly in hie corner stopped 
shouting advice to him after the first round. 
Every one knew Britt was in for a decisive 
licking. His old stamina and whirlwind 
rushes were lacking. He coukin’t land on 
McFarland, and at the same time he was 
unable to guard himeelf. 

It was the spectacular showing of McFar- 
land, far more than the downfall of Britt, 
that stands out prominently in thie fight. 
The west, and with good reason, had come to 
be wary of ümporta tions and slow to praise 
them. Nor was McFarland over boastful. 
He had said he would win, and explained he 
could fight far better than he could box. 
Once McFarland had proved to the satisfac- 
tion of himself, as well as that of the crowd, 
that Britt could do him no harm, he demol- 
ished with a few well placed punches the 
theory that he couldn't hit hard enough to 
break an eggshell. 

‘McFarland Early Shows Superiority. 

At the beginning of the second round 
Britt, in desperation, began his wild rushes 
and swings, but he couldn't connect with a 
left to the stomach, nor could he come back 
with a right to the aw. Packey blocked 
every blow, and when Britt swung wild 
„Packer bit him as he passed and in the 
clinches he uppercut Britt fi ly. All 
through this round Packer, measured 
Britt with his left and hit him at will with 
left and richt to the face and jaw.

In the third Packer began forcing the 
fighting, following Britt round the ring ard 
hitting him viciously with left and right 
straight jabs to the face, and in the clinches 
got. in uppercuts that brought the blood to 
Britt's nose.

Britt dropped 
like a log, partially turned over, and just as 
Welsh repeated the ninth second, all the 
while holding back McFarland with his right.

“ Packey " was waiting for him and at 
short range sent in another straight right to 
the same spot. For the second time Britt 
writhed on the floor, and with the grit and 
determination that had marked many of his 
other fights finally stood on a pair of legs 
that tottered under him.

NEAR IN FOURTH. 
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CHAMPION GOTCH TALKS OF HACKENSCHMIDT. 


American Wrestler Tells How He Defeated the Russian Lion —Story of Iowa Farmer 


Boy's Rise in the Mat World. 


HEN a.man win's a world’s cham- 
pionship in any branch of sport the 
public immediately becomes inter- 
ested in him and desires to learn 
how he worked himself up to the 

championship, how be began the game in 
which he became so proficient, what are his 
habits, and, in fact, ewery bit of history con- 
nected with him. 

This, especially, is the case when an athlete, 
say a boxer or a wrestler, gathers in the 
world’s championship. I have been wrestling 
professionally about nine years and have 
been champion of America at the catch as 
eatch can style nearly five years, but I gained 
more honors and added more to my reputa- 
tion in the two hours of my recent match 
with George Hackenschmidt than in the nine 
years of my wrestling career. 

My victory over the supposedly invincible 
„ Russian Lion ”’ startled the English speak- 
ing world, as Hack's reputation and his abil- 
ity as a wrestler were known the worldover. 
He had been the pride of Europe for years 
and had beaten so many high clase wrestiers 
his match with me was considered a huge 
joke, not only on the other side of the At- 
lantic, but in New York City. 

The sporting writers in New York never 
could see me as a wrestler, because, I pre- 
sume, I ama westerner. However, they be- 
littled the match, inferred I entered into it 
for the short end of the purse, and that Hack 
would beat me so quickly the spectators 
would kick for not receiving a run for their 
money. Undoubtedly the sporting scribes 
in other parts of the country were of the 
same opinion, but they had the good sense 
not to tout the Lion too strongly. ö 


“Hack” Has Big Reputation. 


I have no doubt that nine out of every 
ten men who went to see the match hoped 1 
would win, but could not bee me against so 
formidable and so highly reputed a wrestler 
and strong man „ Hack. The American 
public, however, had a wrong idea of the 
match and of our respective wrestling quali- 
ties. It had either seen or heard of me 
throwing the best men in this country, never 
hed seen Hack perform, and accepted the 
reports of his wonderful strength and 
wrestling powers as gospel truth. The talk 
of the ferocious manner in which he grap- 
pled his opponents, picked them up bodily, 
and slammed them on the mat, almost kill- 
ing them, had been handed around like a 
eure tip on a big race. 

No one was at hand to tout me, because 
I was not bred in the purple, so to speak. 
“There was no talk of me being a dark horse 
with an outside chance. Only one of my 
Arainers, Jack Carkeek, had seen Hack to 
the races and knew he could not go the 
route. He is only a quarter horse, and if 
you stick to him you will break his heart,“ 
Jack would tell me. He also posted me in 
the manner in which Hack -wrestled, show- 
ing me his strong and weak points. All 
Hackenschmidt knew about my game was 
the toe hold, and I presume he thought thet 
a joke. He, however, did not know what 
eig it had on a man, and, judging from 
the way he fought against my getting it 
‘when I was behind him, he did not care to 
feel its effects. He had nothing on me in 
wrestling strength, but I guess he could 
beat me in a weight lifting contest. 


Russian a Slow Thinker. 


Regarding the fine points of the game 
has much to learn. He is a slow thinkef, 
does not know how to feint a man, and every 
move he makes is meant. He does not know 
enough to fiddie for a hold nor to throw a 
man off guard by bluffing to grasp his 
opponent's body when he wants to catch him 
by the legs. Furthermore, he does not 
utilize his strength properly. He knows 
nothing of leverage. With him it 4s brute 
strength. Mine is mind over matter, brain 
over brawn, science over brute strength. 

While Hackenschmidt was working himself

and tugging for nearly two hours, to pick 
him up bodily and throw him with such force 
on the mat. That evidently surprised him 
and took the heart out of him. I'll admit 
I was tired, but he knew [ was much the 
stronger and in the better condition, and that, 
sooner or later, I would pin him down. 

How, when, and where did’I butt into the 
wrestling game, you ask? I never butted in. 
I was dragged, forced, into it, and it was a 
lucky day for me when, nine years ago, Dick 
Gray, the mayor of Humboldt, Ia., where I 
first saw the light of day, matched me against 
a chicken picker named Green for $10, to 
wrestle what we termed rough and tumble. 
Green was considered some pumpkins as a 
Wrestler, and as I was pretty husky and had 
thrown all the kids at school and the farmer 
boys in our county the mayor thought 1 
was worth a $10 bet. The match was the 
talk of the county, and Gray got so worked 
up over it he hired what we called the 
oprey house in which to pull off the matchi 
It was something new in our part of the 
country, ahd my folks were against my 
taking part in it, but the mayor’s money was 
up and I had to go through with it or be 
branded a coward. 


Wins His First Match. 


The match was to be decided with one fal! 
and I won it with a strangie hold. If that 
hold had been barred I presume we would 
still be atit. The gate receipts amounted to 
about $80, which was more money than I 
ever had earned in so short a time and 1 
thought, as did my folks, that wrestling was 
a great business. Winning that match made 
me quite a hero and when a few months later 
a Mr. Reynolds, representing himself as a 
furniture dealer in a nearby county, came to 
our county fair and carried off all the prizes 
in the athletic events, and then talked some 
of wrestling, I just longed to flop him. 

After considerable bantering we induced 
him to wrestle for §50 a side and to have it 
out right in the roadway. That was my sug- 
gest on, as it was a cinder road and I wanted 
to send Mr. Reynolds out ot town with his 
back full of it. He showed me, however, that 
I did not know a thing about the grappling 
game by fattening me out in short order. 
After he did the trick we learned that Mr. 
Reynolds, the furniture dealer from the other 
part of the state, was none other than Dan 
McLeod, the well known wrestler. It took 
two weeks to pick the cinders out of my back 
and when I was able to get around I conciud- 
ed that wrestling was out of my line. 


Beaten by “Farmer” Burns. 


This was in June, 1808, and in December of 
the same year a crowd of us boys took a run 
down to Fort Dodge, where Farmer 
Burns was meeting all comers, agreeing to’ 
throw them in fifteen minutes or forfeit $25. 
That seemed impossible—not to me. but to the 
boys—and they coaxed me to give old 
Farmer a 80. 
he gave me the licking of my life. It took 
him twelve minutes to down, me and when he 
got through with me I thought I had enough 
wrestling to last the rest of my Hre. 

All I knew about the game was to tear in, 
fight, and try to down my man by brute 
strength. I was more powerful than Burns, 
but he had the science and that won. I had 
made up my mind to stick to the farm after 
that, but my friends would not permit it. 
They still thought I could beat all the ame- 
teurs and when a fellow named Ruby of Fort 
‘Dodge said he could beat me for 80 a side 
my friends accepted the challenge and pulled 
me away from behind the plow to wrestie for 
the money. Ruby was strong, but was not 
game, and I made him quit after bulling him 
around for two hours and forty minutes. 
That was in January, 1900, and when, two 
months later. Ruby Degged for another go for 
the same amount of money | placed myselt 
in charge ot Farmer Burns, who taught 
me enough to win that match in two straignt 
falls and in ten and twelve minutes respect- 
ively. 

My ‘next grappling tilt wes with Bert 
Schiller, then a well .known. professional 
wrestler. I was picked up for a mark, for 


1 did, and I must admit~ 


a big, rough farmband and looked the part 
when I entered the ring clad in a pair of 
chopped off overalis. I did not possess a 
wrestling suit, but as I was told all matthes 
must be wrestled in bare legs, I thought «a 
pair of overalls cut off at the thighs would 
be the proper thing I beat Bert, and I began 
bumping into a reputation. 


“Side Bet” Shrinks. 


In September, 1900, Duncan McMillan, the 
great all around wrestler, slipped into our 
county locking for something soft in the 
wrestling line under the name of Turner. 1 
was the soft thing for whieh he was hunting, 
and after snooping around town for about 
a week, we agreed to wrestle for $250 à side. 
When we met to sign articles he welched on 
the side bet, and made it 680. He and his 
backers had several thousand dollars to bet 
on the result, but did not get down any more 
than $500 of it. Dune was a big, strong 
‘fellow, but I fought him to &@ standstill, as 
they say, and won the first fall in sixteen 
minutes and the second in fle minutes. 
June 18, 1901—I never will forget that 
dady—a man who introduced himself as Ollie 
arsh came to the farm and inquired if 1 
would go to Alaska to wrestle. We were 
strangers, but he had come all the Way from 
the Klondike to get Farmer Burns. but 
Farmer“ did not care to make the trip 
and recommended me. This was at 40’clock 
in the afternoon, and at midnight we were on 
the train for Seattle, I entered the gold eoun- 
try under the name of Frank Kennedy, and 
Marsh and his partners, Dick and Jim But- 
ler and P. O. McKeller, knew why I was 
there. I worked for the firm for several 
weeks, when they matched me to wrestle a 
fellow named White for $500, which I won. 
Then they went after the champion, a big 
6 foot 2 inch Swede named Swanson. The 
match was for $5,000 a side, one fall for the 
money, and after the articles'were signed the 
Butler boys bet $6,000 on the result. Swan. 
son weighed 201 and I tipped the beam at 
about 180, but I threw him ih eighteeh min- 
utes and twenty-eight seconds. 


Brief Career as Boxer. 


The Butlers then thought I could fight and 
matched me against Prank Slavin for $2,500 
a side, which they lost as Frank gave me 
an awful trimming. The affair wae so one 
sided the police stopped it in the seventh 
round. I was pretty well licked, but I would 
not quit. He was too tired to knock me 
out, but the police interference lost us the 
money. 

I came home 86,000 richer. That was more 
money than I ever had seen and when I 
showed it to my folks they thought better 
sof the wrestling game. What got my father 
was this: He had 820 acres of land which 


he bought cheap, but he was forty years 


paying for it. I had 80 acres, not paid for, 
an wher I returned from the Klondike I 
purchased 80 more acres and paid for the 
460. The old man really could not under- 
stand that. , 

At thie time I was considered a full fledged 
wrestler and my backers thought I could 
beat any man in America. In February, 
1902, they foolishly matched me against 
Chamipion Tom Jenkins for $250 a side. I 
told them to give me something easier until 
I learned all the ropes of the game, but as 
they were furnishing the money { was com- 
pelled to go on with the match. Tom beat 
me, but it took two Hours and two 
minutes to win the first fall, and forty-six 
minutes to win the second and the match. 
About a year later I beat Jenkins for the 
championship, since which I have lost only 
one match, that with Fred Beell when I fell 
on my head and was injured so badly I could 
not continue. 

Money Comes Easy Now. 

I have made a lot of money at the game 
and there is a lot more in sight for me. Be- 
fore beating Hackenschmidt my salary in 
vaudeville averaged about $450 per week; 
now the managers are falling over each other 
to hire me for from $1,000 to $1,500 per. I 
also have good offers from Europe. I think 
I will take a trip to the other side.

When the New York state senate by a tie 


| vote defeated the Agnew-Hart anti-betting 


bills at Albany last Wednesday it did not 
necessarily settle the future of racing in 
the Empire state, but it gave a victory to 
the turf interests which the turfmen say 
was possible only because there was no real 
demand for the suppression of racing in 
that state. 
When the governor of a state undertakes 
a certain reform it is seldom his wishes are 
thwarted, as the many means at his com- 
mand for whipping refractory votes into 
line generally prove efficacious. The turf- 
men, therefore, apparently were in a pre- 
carious position, but. in 
there was a confidence not felt by racing 
men in general. A leading Tammany pol- 
tician stated privately in this city last win- 
ter that seventeen democratic votes. would 
stand firm all the way against the turf re- 
forms, and that eight republican votes were 
promised. That was the exact complexion 
of the final vote on Wednesday, and there 
is just a suspicion among the well informed 
that another vote or two might have been 


secured had it beer absolutely necessary. 


Politics and Sport Mixed. 

Just how. much, politics enters into the 
whole affair and how many of the votes re- 
corded against the bills were voted to put 
a crimp in Hughes’ ambitions is an interest- 
ing matter, but lovers of racing would be 
sorry to see such a situation, for when pol- 


} ities and sport mix sport usually takes the 


consolation prize. | 
Just now there is some interesting talk 
going round of a change at the head of the 
Jockey club, which controls racing on the 
New York tracks. August Belmont, a capa- 
ble incumbent, ite democratic in politics and 
has strong enemies, and it is said among 
those supposed to be in the know,” as 
the turf phrase goes, that Mr. Belmont may 
be succeeded as chairman either by J. R.

Annual Event of Chicago Motor 


Club Set for May 15. 
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TEST FOR AMATEUR DRIVERS 


Regulations for the Glidden Cup Con- 
test Are Made Public.

Several innovations have been made in the 
rules which will govern the third annual 
hill climb at.Algenquin, In., May 15, and 
which will be run under the auspices of the 
Chieago Motor club. 

As shown by the rules, which were drawn 
up by the Motor club's technical board,

As was the. case last year, roadsters will be 
penalized because they only carry two pas- 
sengers, the committee having decided to ada 
264 pounds in figuring the handicaps on two, 
three, and four passenger cars, stripped 
chassis, and racing cars. Amateurs are not 
barred from any event, but in the two classes 
provided for them the cars must be driven 
by their owners. 

The Motor club accepts the A. A. A. defini- 
tion of an amateur, which reads: *

The seed should be drilled in thinly and at 
the second hoeing superfluous plants should 
be cut out so that those left stand about a 
foot apart. This second hoéing, if the 
ground is reasonably clean, should suffi- 
cient hand work to ingure a crop: but, in 
addition to the cultivation it will receive 
from the drill, when the fertilizer is applied 
in two installments; the surface of the 
ground should be loosened two or * times 
with the single cultivator.

Then 
the tube is reversed, and a minute ball is in- 
serted at the other end and dropped through, 
knocking the other ball out. 

Thereafter it is a succession of fifty ball 
pool, the repair man choosing from these 
half hundred minutely graduated missiles, 
dropping them in and out until their polished 
surfaces Have restored symmetry to the 
worst bunged up instrument which comes to 
his hand. 

Of all the brgss band equipment, perhaps 
the flute and the piccolo are easiest to put out 
of business.

This is on the order of plain crinoline, but the 
threads are as fine as a fine organdie agd the 
weight is so licht it cannot be noticed the 
slightest degree either in weight or bulk. This 
comes one yard wide and costs 20 cents a 
yard. When the silk shows signs of wear 
darn the worn places to the organdie and the 
serviceable life of the silk skirt is er 
@ good while.

In choosing taffeta do not trust 3 to 
the appearance, but rub one edge back and 
forth between thumb and first finger and ifa 
thin place results or the dressing entirely 
disappears discard it; such pieces are chem- 
ically weighted and will crack easily. If 
drawn between the fingers the silk should 
afterwards shake or smooth out so as to 
show but little traces of the drawing. A soft 
taffeta is usually a safer one to choose. 

‘The skirt should be cut by a seven gored 
skirt pattern with al habit back, allow- 
ing one-half inch on both sides of every gore 
for seame. The organdie is cut the same and 
basted to the wrong side of each gore. This 
skirt when finished should measure just ene- 
half inch shorter than the outside one, so the 
gored. part should be cut six inches short of 
the finished measure, and a bias ruffle six 
inches deep when finished is attached to this. 
The skirt seams should be French seams. A 
full- ruffle of silk from nine to fifteen inches 
deep is put on the outside of the porn — 
the entire thing will be found most sa 
tory. 

The front of the cloth skirt is laid in two 
box plaits, and from there on the plaits go 
towards the back, meeting In the middle in an 
inverted box plait.

As this particular sult is suggested for a 
business woman's needs, while she will wish 
it to be as perfect looking as possible, it will 
be more appropriate and stylish looking if 
not trimmed too much. Two rows of braid 
put on straight around or one or two bias 
bands of the dress material will look well.

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down the middie, always have the right side 
on the inside, for they are not always folded 
that way, but a woman should be able to 
decide all those pointe absolutely for her 
self. Serges, brilliantines, and a good many 
other materials have no up and down pro- 
nounced enough to look out for, and for this 
reason cut to excellent advantage. 

There is one other important point, how- 
ever, to be remembered in cutting and mak- 
ing up serge or any goods having a diagonal 
thread. If it is made up keeping the same 
side out on every piece the diagonals wil! all 
run one way, but if part is one side out and 
part the other side out the diagonals will go 
in opposite directions, and the effect will be 
bad. On the right side of the goods with a 
diagonal thread the diagonal line starts at 
the bottom on the right hand cerner and runs 
up over towards the left corner. You can 
turn it the other way around, and the diago- 
nals will still run the same way. But ff it 
ie heM the other side up !t will be seen that 
the diagonals run from the left at the bottom 
up towards the right, in exactly the eppo- 
site direction from the right side of the goods.

It is on just such points as these that many 
home sewers are not posted, and when too 
late to be remedied the mistakes are discov- 
ered, and probably they will not know then 
what the mistake was or how to avoid it an- 
other time. They will simply be conscious 
that something is wrong. These things show 
the amateurish quality of the work, although 
a woman once had a serge sult nrade by an 
apparently first class house, and on one side 
the serge of one gore was wrong side out and 
the others right side, and the skirt looked as 
if it were made of two shades of blue, to say 
nothing of the diagonals running in opposite 
directions. It is impossible to match diago- 
nals, but they can all run in the same di- 
rection.

The jatket of this business suit is abso- 
lutely without trimming, and 1 quite close 
fitting. The beauty naturally depends largely 
on the fit and workmanship. When making 
jackets or coats it is a wise plan to cut one 
out first from some cheap cotton cloth—ae 
suitable quality can be bought for 6 cents a 
yard—and when this fits well it can be used 
as a pattern to cut the outside by. In cutting 
this jacket from cotton cloth have wide un- 
derarm and shoulder seams, particularly the 
former, for if any altering is necessary it 
probably will be there. If the jacket is too 
tight fitting below the waist on these seams 
it will not keep together easily in the front 
as it should, or if fastened will always look 
pulled and drawn.

Another style of suit on the order of the 
one just described ls shown. It is one surit- 
able for any occasion where nothing more 
dressy is needed. This is made in one of the 
new cloths in tan with a self-toned stripe. 
This line will be particularly becoming when 
an appearance of added height is desired; 
otherwise a small check wou be pretty. 
While this jacket is a plain ones it is entirely 
different from the other. The front is double 
breasted and is perfectly straight, but it 
should be fitted in, pretty well under the arms 
and in the back; still, it is by no means tight 
fitting. One other style shown in these plain 
suits is a brown, self-striped cheviot. Chev- 
jot is like serge, only that it has a fuzzy'sur- 
face, but underneath this can be easily seen 
the diagonal weave. The skirts of these 
three suits are similar, but the jackets are 
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quite different. This has a seam running 
the length both back and front, starting from 
the middle of the shoulder, and these seams 
are covered with a strap of the material. 
Narrow braid loops, fastened with small but- 
tons. make a pretty and novel trimming at 
the bottem.

Two good examples of a dreseler style of 
suit are shown. One is an eleven or fifteen 
gored skirt—plaited but cut in gores—with an 
unusually broad bias band of the material, 
which escapes meeting in the front by about 
three inches. Three small straps across the 
front connect the wider one. While the 
jaunty little coat has seams back and front. 
coming from the middle of the shoulder, 
these seams do not fit into the figure in front, 
but in the back the coat is really tight fitting. 
From the middle shoulder seam the jacket 
and sleeves are cut in one piece, and the en- 
tire thing is as pretty an example of this 
style as can be found. 

Vests still play an important part tn jachets 
and the one in this jacket, although se small, 
lends it a distinct air.

Is a member of the school board of Brad- 
ford, England, and declarés that any master 
ot an elementary school will say that the 
characteristic of the factory child is dull- 
nes. After the first fortnight in the mill 
he loses interest not only in others but in 
himself. This, Miss McMillan has found, 
is because in the mill the growth and de- 
velopment are arrested. * 
At the age of 12 the child’s sensory organs 
are more acute than an adult's, yet in the 
matter of sight and hearing he is inferior. 
If growth is to continue the child should 
enter an atmosphere of varied mental in- 
terests and activities. The richer the forces 
of human life the more intricate, will be the 


means by which they can be put into oper- 


ation. The mill does not provide this at- 
mosphere. 

These children have no time to grow. The 
younger children who work’ out of school 
hours have the worst time of it. They come 
to school looking dull and heavy eyed. Some 
are irritable and restless; others so languid 
that they appear almost oblivious of every- 
thing around them. The teachers say. they 
may be bright enough children,’ but they 
have not the strength to show it. 

The child of 12 no. sooner enters a mill 
than the teacher begins to see a deplorable 
change in him. He loses interest in his 
school work, his mannérs become rougher. 
One teacher showed Miss McMillan the copy 
books of children who had been at the mill 
for one week, and she compared them with 


the work done by the same children before. 


Up to that time they had done creditable 
work and kept their books clean. 

In the course of one week the progress of 
months’ seemed canceled. Their sums were 
wrong, their writing careless, their pages 
soiled and blotted. The children had changed 
and their work had changed.

Japanese Salad Dressing. 

Yolks of two eggs, one teaspoonful of 
lemon juice, one pinch of salt; beat together, 
adding oil every two minutes; paprika to 
taste; thim with whipped cream. 


Rose Salad. 


Wash and dry thoroughly white leaves of 
head lettuce. Cut nicely washed celery into 
one inch strips. Shave these bits into thin 
layers and put inte cold water. After an 
hour the celery will. have curled nicely. Put 
whole red tomatoes into boiling water for 
four minutes. Take out. of water and from 
under side cut out a half inch square. 
Remove all the pulp of the square except 
one-sixteenth of an inch near the skin. 
After cooking fill the square with the dress- 
ing given above. 

From the stem to the under part of the 
tomato cut skin in roseleaf shape and crinkle 
back. Arrange each salad dish with gar- 
nishing of lettuce leaves, then a circle of 
the ourled celery, then the tomato. 

On top of the tomato sprinkle a teaspoon- 
ful of blanched pecan nuts, chopped almost

Prepare small lettuce leaves for each salad 
dish. Boil one egg for each dish, stirring 
often so that each egg will be evenly boiled. 
Put the eggs under water and peal. Do not 
allow white to harden. Cut the white to 
the yellow in strips from the top to the bot- 
tom, leaving 4 space as large as a penny at 
each end uncut. 

Place eggs in tea towel that has been damp- 
ened in warm water. When ready to serve 
take each egg between thumb and forefinger, 
still keeping the warm tea towel around it, 
and press together. 

Serve with French dressing.

Lily Salad. ; 

Arrange nicely selected lettuce leaves in 
little piles so that there will be three sizes 
of leaves in a pile. Roll each pile into the 
shape of a cornucopia with the largest leaf 
on the bottom. Tie the ends of each cornu- 
copia and place in a cool place over night. 

If serving five people boil one egg evenly 
and hard. Cool thoroughly. Slice into rings 
and remove yellow. Chop yellow part fine 
and season to taste. Chop small beets, which 
have not been cooked too long, fine also. 

When ready to serve place egg ring around 
the base of each cornucopia on the outside. 
Put chopped beets into the cornucopia, then 
the seasoned yellow of egg.

Every man, woman, and ehild of Tilinois’ 5,000,000 
population might come into Chicago tonight, provided 
with a blanket each, and sleep in comparative comfort 
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room measuring 16 by 22 inches—a space less than 
two and a half square feet. 

In Chicago standing room for the earth's popula- 
tien few giants are to be anticipated, while the com- 
parative pigmy races are many. And in this aggre- 
gate of population a large percentage is composed of 
babies in arms and children of small size. At any time 
on the occasion of a fire or When some street demon- 
stration attracts the curious pedestrians into crowding 
to see or hear, two square feet will serve the interested 
adult. In any skyscraper in the loop district one may 
step into elevators where his two square feet of stand- 
ing room has been encroached to marked extent. 

The atupendous possibilities of Chicago's standing 
room arise in the fact that the city’s magnifwent dis- 
tances are not understood by the average thinking 
citizen. Chicago has one street that is twenty-six miles 
dong from north to south. The citizen from one 
side of the city, paying four five cent fares for a round 
trip visit to a friend on the other side of town, fails to 
realize that easily he may have traveled half a hundred 
miles to make the call. He doesn’t realize that f the 
city’s map were effaced and the territory parceled into 
farme, it would contain 764 farms of 160 acres each, on 
which it would be possible for 764,000 human beings to 
subsist merely as farmers. 

According ‘to the philosophers and savants the earth 
will not be full to its capacity for human existence un- 
til it averages 1,000 population to the square mile of 


land area. Chicago territory, in soil richness and in 
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climatic conditions, would support far more than this 
average for the earth's crust. 

But three square feet for the standing room of each 
of the earth’s 1,600,000,000 population in Chicago's 191 
square miles.is still easter. 

In one square mile there are 27,874,400 square feet, 
which, with three square feet to each individual, would 
allow 9,292,800 persons to stand within this square. 
Thus in the 5,324,774, square feet within city bound- 
aries there is standing room for 1,774,924,300 people, or 
221,924,800 more human beings than at present inhabit 
the globe. 

After all this vaingloriousness man is a small phys- 
ical factor in the makeup of the globe. He can stand 
upon far less earth than is required for his Christian 
burial, Compared with the immensities of earthly 
space, the old problem of an overpopulated world seems 
far removed. But in the accompanying table the ag- 
gregates of population for the world loom large:

Illinois as Populous as Europe. 


Chicago's estimated 2,200,000 population. naturally 
raises the Illinois population average to the square 
mile, but the fact that the Chicagoan lives in his city 
environment does not make his dependence upon the soil 


any the less. Yet with ninety people to the square mile 


already populating Illinois, the limit of 1,000 to the 
mile, as predieted by the savant, still leaves, 910 more 
inhabitants to come before the states 36,000 square 
miles of land area is crowd 


on a “shake-down”™ basis If in this sleeping the in- 
comers were willing to crowd as many a summer camp- 
er hag had to crowd over night in a tent or shack, the 
Iiiinois population might invite the 7,006,000 population 
of New York and the 6,000,000 population of Pennsy!- 
vania and yet get a fair night's rest under a roof. 

But the 13,000,000 total population of Illinois, Penn- 
syivania, and New York could find a night's sleeping ac- 
commodations inside Chicago with far less crowding than 
would be necessary in the Monadnock, housing its 
50,000. The average household in Chicago; summer or 
winter, easily could give floor space for sleeping to ten 
times the resident members of the family and without 
a trace of crowding. This stil] would leave 1,200 
churches and missions, 280 public school buildings, and 
$95 public halls out of the count. 

But with 13,900,000 peeple in Chicago over night, it 
must be admitted that the Chicagoan would feel crowd- 
ed. The eity already has an average of 115,183 persons 
to the square mile, of 114,188 more than the average of 
the earth's surface will contain when the savant hanse 
out the sign, “Crowded House.” 


* 
World Will Be Full in Year 2250. 

This sign, the scientiat assures us, is likely to be 
hung out in the year 2260 it the world continues to in- 
crease in population as it has been increasing in the 
last twenty years. If these figures be accurate, this 
gives this planet a miargin of only 242 years for filling 
up the maximum of 1,600 people to the square mile. 

But in the natural course of things the state of Ili- 
nois would promise to be jammed full years before 
other less fayored sections of the country. Its famous 
“corn belt” land long has been at a sharp premium 
over the land of any other state in the union, and, ac- 
cording to k. Hopkins of the Illinois Agricultural 
school, sctentific methods in farming ought to leave this 


land in good shape even 342 years from the present 


time. | 
Today the| 191 square miles of Chicago, cleared for 
standing place, has room to spare for the world's 1,600,- 
000,000 people, standing. 

A hundred years from now, however, such an invi- 
tation would be impossible on the part of the Associa- 
tion of Commerce. 
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HERE are more professional freaks living 
in Chicago than in any other city in the 
world. 

Chicago is in the center of the circus 
territory, and every year hundreds of cir- 
cuses, carnival companies, fair concessions, 
and museums select their attractions here. 
At the end of the season the show people 

return home, to make arrangements for another en- 
gagement. For this reason Chicago is even more pop- 
ular than New York among this class .of public per- 
formers. 

The number of available freaks is steadily growing 
smaller, probably because the demand for them is de- 
clining. The day was wher a string of museums ex- 
tended from coast to coast, but now there are only 
about a dozen museums, scattered at intervals through 
the larger cities. But the sideshow market still holds 
up strong, and a visit to the different men who have 
their finger upon the pulse of the freak trade reveals 
the fact that at present several hundred human curiosi- 
ties call Chicago their home. Among these will be 
found some of the most famous and distinguished mem- 
bers of sideshow society. 

‘These freaks live everywhere about town. Just as 
the diver is apt to bring up a pearl on every trip delow 
the surface, so a visit to any rooming house or a 
casuel walk about the etreets may discover a freak, 
just about as rare as the pearl and probably as valu- 
able, because the freak possesses the invaluable power 
of drawing upon his capital a hundred times a day 
without diminishing it. . 


* «+ 
Own Homes of Their Own. 


The more prosperous freaks, of course, own their 
own homes. somewhat out of the center of the city, 
but many of them live in furnished rooms. This mode 
of life, for a freak with sensibilities, has its incon- 
veniences. Many landlords object to snakes and other 
such pets as the artists are apt to favor, and are apt 
to pay emDarrassing visits to inspect the locks and 
hardware in the room in which the human ostrich curis 
up at night. The fat woman, too, is sure to find a 
six by eight room inconvenient for those little tasks 
every woman of modest means finds necessary. She 
often is forced to the tedious process of washing one 
stocking, drying it, and packing it in her trunk before 
she launders its mate. 

The homes owned by freaks in Chicago are interest- 
ing piaces. They are generally modest in size, but 
quaint and bizarre in their furnishings. There is al- 
most inevitably a collection of curios and 8 
of the owner's travels, and a large assortment of photo- 
graphs of other friends in the freak business. The 
decorative possibilities of two headed girls and dog 
faced men are far greater than pictures by Aubrey 
Beardsley or nightmares from the impressionistic school.

* 
Freak Boarding House on State Street. 


There is one boarding house in town patronized en- 
tirely by sideshow exhibits. It is located at 310 State 
street. At this boarding house all the comforts of the 
different patrons are looked after and provisions made 
to accommodate the special requirements of each. The 
chairs are larger or smaller, as need be, and there are 
different shaped beds in some of the rooms. There are 
provisions made for the care of the queer live stock 
so often affected by freaks. The place also is home- 
like with its hundreds of pictures and souvenirs of 
former boarders. 

Although Chicago is the Mecca of so many shining 
lights of the circus world, it really is the great desire 
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‘of most of them to own a home in some small tow. 


in Iowa or Ohio. This may be because in his wnpro- 
fessional life the average freak is modest and retiring 
in disposition, and he may feel that he will attract 
less attention in a town where every one can become 
used to seeing him. After so many years in the flicker- 
ing light of the gasoline torch he may long for the 
clear sunshine of the open country and the quiet of 
long, idle afternoons. 

Conversely it is possible that the vanity of the 


freak has been so stimulated by years of exhibition 


that he finds it impossible to settle down in Chicago, 
where he would de lost sight of. He realizes in Iowa 
he would be a marked man. He would be one of the 
notable people of the village, and when visitors were 
taken driving by their friends that his cottage would 
be pointed out as the “home of Cresco, the midget, 
who has appeared before all the crowned heads of 
Europe.” At the Methodist social he would be wel- 
comed by the deacons as a distinguished visitor, and 
his progress around the courthouse square would be 
filled with many kindly inquiries about his health.

Desirable Citizens of Good Character. 

The tone of Chicago receives an undoubted moral 
uplift from the presence of these human curiosities, 
and the general average is brought up by the addition 
of these remarkably lawabiding persons. Whatever 
there may be of scandal among the members of Chicago 
society, or crookedness in financial circles, or corrup- 
tion in the civic administration, in it the freak takes 
mo part. He is moral, he is industrious, he is peaceful, 
and in every way he fills the qualification of the ideal 
citizen. 

Who ever heard of an anarchist among the large 
percentage of freak citizens? Or of an embezsler? Or 
of a murderer? Or of a drunkard? The fact is, the 
freak is so used to the stern discipline of the circus 
regulations and the requirements of the museum that 
he is inclined to be temperate and lawabiding. He 
usually is the chief support of a large family, and 
there is not a case on record where he abandoned his 
responsibilities. 

The midget or dwarf makes up the larger part of 
the freak population in Chicago. There are about 
eighty or ninety professionals in town. The craze the 
last few yeare for “midget cities” at parks and 
country fairs has given a powerful stimulus to this 
branch of the industry. The best known among this 
gentry are Zelda, Chief Debro and wife, who are al- 
leged to be Eskimos, but who find the temperature of 
Chicago comfortable, and BuvilHa Rogers, the only 
known dwarf who has dwarf children. WHuviliia has 
two babies who are the oddest little parcels of hu- 
manity in the world. Then there are the warlike 
Maj. Nichols and Maj. Gantz, who is only 18 inches 


“high and is probably the smallest dwarf before the 


public. Chema, the Chinese boxer, ie a tiny foreigner 
who has adopted Chicago as his home, and a foval 
visitor is found in the person of the Princess Neuma. 
R 
Like a Little Section of Lilliput. 

When the White City had the “Midget City” last 
summer all the dwarfs and midgets lived at one board- 
ing house on the corner of Throop and Taylor streets, 
and a visit to the house was like a page from Swift's 
story of his adventures among the Lilliputians. 

But the palmy days of giants and fat people seem 
to be about past, as they have become rare and there 
are only a few entries in either class to be found in 
the city. No reason can be given for the decadence of 
this interesting class of human curiosities. It is mere- 
ly a fact that exists; it must be pondered over and, 
perchance, mourned. 

Witte, the German giant, who measures up to seven 
feet two, is often found in Chicago, but he is the only 
giant doing business just at present. 

Grant, the strong man, stays here between engage- 
ments, as does Alberta, who can lift four men by 
the hair of his head. Flossie le Blanche, who lifts 
elephants and can support twelve or sixteen men on 
a platform, declares that she is much strengthened and 
invigorated by the breezes of Lake Michigan.

Scarcity of Fat Women at Present. 

James Wilson, the fat boy, still is here, but just 
at present there are no monstrously fat women in 
town. Carrie Aikens, the fat midget, is dead, and 
Kittie Klare, who measured six yards around the 
waist, is only a memory. 

At one time Chicago possessed the largest footed 
woman in the world, Fanny Mills, but Fanny has just 
died. Her feet were enormous, and a special coffin had 
to be made for her. Miss Mills often said she got her 
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start in life on Chicago’s cobblestones, and that she 
wanted the inscription on her monument to read, “ Here 
lies the original Chicago girl.” 

A number of people in the city make a specialty of 
handling snakes. Blanche Alexander, Zoa, and Julienne 
all are snake charmers and have a number of interest- 
ing reptiles in their possession. They declare that at 
the end of the season their pets are as anxious to re- 
turn to the quiet and peace Of Chicago as are the own- 
ers, and that on the road they often actually show 
signs of homesickness. 

The best known among the circles that affect red 
and blue ships, snakes, birds, and flowers as perma- 
nent ornaments on their skin are John Hays, Barney 
Cruntz, Princess Lulu, Del Fugo on Halsted street, and 
New York Dutch. The last gentleman was a sailor, and 
he declares that on one of his voyages he was ship- 
wrecked, captured by a band of savages, and tattooed 
from head to heel by them.

Blue Man and the Spotied Family. 


Fred Walters, the blue man, lives at Chicago Heights, 
and James Morris, who owns an elastic skin, spends his 
Spare time in this city. The Spotted Family, which 
consists of Mr. Davis, his wife, and three children, are 
often in Chicago. This family is part white and part 
black. even as to hair, like a calico pony on a merry- 
go-round.

New Path in Eerie Word of Sound. £ 

Margaret Watts Hughes of London, however, has 
been the most wonderful of all and has invented an in- 
strument féarfully and wonderfully devised for the 
express purpose of proving the endless possibilities of 
the human voice in this new path in the eerie and mar- 
velous world of sound. Her invention consists of a tube 
into which the vocalist sings, the tones passing into a 
bowl or receiver whose open top is closed over with a 
disk of paper, parchment, fine silk, goldbeater’s skin, 
tin, india rubber, or some other membrane. She had 
placed some lycopodium dust on the membrane and was 
testing the force of the different notes she had sung 
when she noticed that as she sang the dust, instead 
of scattering promiscuously in all directions, was re- 
solving itself into a geometrical figure. 

Surprised at the unexpected result and wondering 
whether it were mere accident, she strewed fresh lyco- 
podium on the disk and sang the same note as before. 
The seeds gave the same figure. That was the first 
figure Mrs. Watts Hughes or probably any one else ever 
sang. And che has been singing figures ever since. 

She finds that by varying the size of the disk it is 
possible to find one to suit the lung capacity of every 
voice, and she has used a great number ranging from 
an inch to thirty-seven inches in diameter. Her little 
apparatus has opened not only a new department in the 
domain of-seience but also a new art demanding the 
loftiest skill of the vocalist to interpret, and appeal- 
ing to human beings in a new way by the sight.

Mystery of Music as Creative Power. 
The laws which govern the dispersion, attraction, 


*afla cohesion of the particles remarkably suggest to 


her the principle of universa] integration and disin- 
tegration of matter. Readers of the holy scriptures 
who make a careful study of the voice figures, can but 
be struck with the analogies and the suggestions they 
contain. In all sacred books of the world the same 
thought is met. In the book of Genesis one reads “God 
said . and it was 80.“ In St. John’s gospel 
it is the word, “without which was not anything 
made that hath been made.” The Hindoos speak of 
Vach, the creative voice; the Greeks say “ Logos”; the 
Romans, “verbum,” each meaning word. Pythagoras 
said that he heard “the ordered music of marching 
orbs.” 

According to occult science all this means that the 
electric vibratory energy which thrills through the 
cosmos, linking planets to their central sun as links 
cell to cell, molecule to molecule, atom to atom. and 
even electron to electron, works under the same law of 
harmony that governs music. Under certain conditions 
a musician can detect the overtones or harmonics of a 
note. He can write down a scale of harmonics, repre- 
senting pictorially the scale space relationships ex- 
pressed by the different rates of vibration.

Prof. Mayer of Germany made a charming experi-

Strange Sensations of the Flower Singer. 

The singing of the daisy Mrs. Watte Hughes regards 
as an invaluable music lesson, giving scope for the 
practice of crescendo and diminuendo in almost every 

degree of intensity and offering rare opportunity for 
novel sensations. At first when directing the voice 
against the semi-liquid mass on the disk there is a 
feeling as if some impassable barrier were encountered, 
and that it would be as easy to,move a mountain with 


a push of the hand as to set that color heap moving 
by the action of a note. It is only after several at- 
tempts that one comes to fee] that it could be done if 
only the right kind of sound could be employed. 

At last the seemingly ponderous inert mass is dis- 
turbed and shows some susceptibility of control. It 
begins to move, and ere long comes under complete 
control, expanding in petals after every repeated cres- 
cendo. When the mass moves thus easily the sensa- 
tion of the singer is completely changed. The feeling 
is now as if all at once the air in the tube, in the re- 
eeiver, on the disk, and all around were acting in con- 


cert for the singer’s purpose and had taken possession 
of every corner of space. 

The pasty mass moves as if on wheels and is almost 
perfectly under the control of the singer affording 
her a most peculiar and most agreeable sensation. 
Sometimes the whole mass, unaided by any crescendo 
note, suddenly quits its place on the center of the disk 
and travels over the surface in a most mysterious way, 
shooting out its petals as perfectly as usual. 

Making musical daisies has given Mrs. Watts 
Hughes a compass of notes which she had no idea 
could be obtained within her yocal range, or, indeed, 
that of any female voice. She has been able to form 
figures on every semitone and indeed on almost every 
shade of tone within rather more than three octaves, 
from low A to high C. The low notes must be used 
with the larger masses of material, and the high with 
the smaller.

Only the seventh, although big and rare | 
some, is given up to week visits of 
with plays of the lower grade. The block 
containing these seven theaters is crowded 
from 7:45 o'clock to 8:15 by people on its side- 
walk and by carriages on its pavement. Sat- 
urday is modish as well as popular in stage 
amusements. 

As I watched the gathering in of the Sat- 
urday night audiences on this block I saw 
that the usually almost spotlessly white 

es o thé thfGngs were mifigied with an 

man n r of colored ones from 
black to -octoroun yellow. These tinted per- 
sons went into that seventh theater, where 
traveling conipanies perform, and not all of 
them arrived en foot or in trolley cars; for 
several taxicabs brought others finely 
dressed, and a big automobile delivered 
three pairs of dusky belles and beaux too 
elaborately garbed for anything else than a 
box party. 17 

Negroes going into a New York theater by 
the main entrance betokens a negro com- 
pany on the stage, for at all other times the 
colored element is kept at the top of the 
house, and the reason why it was permitted 
to permeate the parquet there and then was 
that the Smart Set was to play The Black 
Politician.” A similar breakage of the rule 
is observable at the theater in upper Broad 
way where Williams and Walker are on the 
stage in Bandanna Land.” 

It is a peculiarity of both these negro ex- 
travaganzas that the principal comedian is 
a mulatto who has to n 
burnt cork and enlarge his mouth wit 
paint to make himself, look to be of full 
blooded and comical African descent. Asl 
desired to make a eloss study in ‘color, I 
bought a seat in the second row, direet!

fiddle and relinquishing the baton to the 
visiting leader. But this time the white 
man was absent, and the black man, instead 
of wielding a baton, played a piano to keep 
the orchestra together, and only in cas of 
necessity waved his hands covertly to re- 
store tempo to the white players. They had 
refused to work under a negro boss unless 
he leave out all tokens of authority.
